Dear Mr-President: 
(1) I beg leave to recommend the following annual appointments: 


Household Science {House Management and Cookery) 
- Miss L.L.Ockley - $100 


Supervisor of Practice-teaching, Jarvis St.C.I. 
- Mr. John Jeffries,B.A.e- 100 


Supervisor of Practice-teaching, Ryerson School 
- Mr.Neil MacDonald,B.Ae 100 
(vice Mr.W.E.Groves, deceased). 
These are annual appointments for which appropriations have been 
made. Miss Ockley and Mr.Jeffries served last year in their 
respective posts. Mr.MacDonald is the new Principal of Ryerson 


School. 


(2) In June last the Province approved of an additional expendi- 
ture in maintenance of $5000. The Board of Governors has appropriated 
#4700 of this amount in the salaries of Messrs.Lougheed and Williams. 
This leaves a balance of $300. One of the substitute teachers of 
last year (Mr.Brown, salary $2000 for 1917-18) has resigned and been 
replaced by a substitute at $1700. Another substitute of last year 
(Mr.Gray, salary $1700 for 1917-18) has resigned and been replaced by 
a substitute at #1500. This means a saving of $500. By changes in 


class-rooms the Headmaster has been able to house 497 pupils in the 


University Schools. This means an addition of at least 35 pupils, 
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a 
whose fees will amount to $2000. Against these increases or 
economies of $2800 should be set the loss in fees from the Education 
students of about $750. 

The new curriculum of the Faculty of Education, issued 
subsequent to the approval of the #5000 addition to the maintenance 
charge of the Faculty of Education, demands certain adjustments in 
time-table and additions to staff. The more pressing of these I 
refer to below: 

(a) The addition of a course or seminar for specialists in 
Household Science calls for a special instructor. This instructor 
must be a teacher in the High or Public Secho-ls of Toronto. At the 
suggestion of all interested parties, including the Household Science 
Department of the University of Toronto (Miss Laird), I recommend 
Miss Isabel Sutherland,B.S. of Oakwood Collegiate Institute for this 
post. Salary $100 per Session. 


(bo) The inerease in the number of practice-lessons from 25 to 


3350, and the calendar's demand for the inclusion of the Kindergarten 
pare Kindergarten-Primary rooms of the Public School in the schedule 
_of Observation and Practice work, make it necessary to add one 
;Kindergarten room and one Kindergarten-vrimary room to our list of 


tclass-rooms at Ryerson School. This means an addition of $300 to the 
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Fanount to be paid the Board of Education for the use of its schools. 
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q (c) Major Bramfitt, instructor in Music, is absent on service. 


ire-Murch has taken his work in Music. Some objection has been made to 


Mr.Mureh's service because he does not hotd a diploma or certificate 
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in Music. Moreover,in the terms of the Minister's report of March 
last and of the new curriculum, the work in Music must be trebled and 
the Headmaster is not able to release Mr.Murch from his duties in 
The University Schools for the required time. Under these 
conditions I beg leave to recommend that Mr.A.T.Cringan of the Toronto 
Normal School be appointed substitute instructor in Music at a salary 


of $100 per session-hour. This would mean an appointment for the 


year at $400. 


(d) The Superintendent of Education requests that to keep then- 
gelves in touch with the work of typical schools not represented in 
Toronto, one or two members of the staff should visit annually and for 
a few days at a time a rural school inspectorate, a school with a 
Form V, a Grade C. Continuation School, ete. This is required of 
Normal School Instructors. JI believe that an annual appropriation of 


#50 would more than suffice for this service. 


(e) The office work of the Headmaster has become very heavy. 
He has the supervision of 497 boys in The University Schools, and, 
under the new calendar, a threefold increase in his lecture schedule 
in the Faculty of Education. Moreover he has little assistance 
from the messenger. In these schools the messenger must be a boy and 
a boy who will remain as a messenger until experience has made him 


useful is a rare thing indeed. As a matter of fact the Headmaster is 


now without a messenger. Finally the new curriculum increases by 
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4, 
fifty per cent. the clerical work of recording the results of the 
Observation and Practice-"eaching. Hitherto this work has required 
one-half the time of a clerical assistant. Henceforth it will require 
three-fourths of the time. One-fourth of the Gime of a clerical 


assistant will not suffice to handle the clerical work of the Head- 


| master's office. TI urge that he be given an appropriation for a 


clerical assistant. This would mean a& the least 412 per week for an 


educated woman or graduate. 


Other matters may press for consideration later as the new 
curriculum goes into full effect. I have referred here to the most 


pressing matters.

The Superannuation Ac

from their salaries monthly by the Board of Governors 
beginning with April,1917, as the Minister is 
required in turn to deduct the total of such 
constributions from the legislative grant to the 
Board of Governo rah It would be an annoyance to the 
Board if the Minister made his deductions and the 
Board neglected to make the equivalent deductions. It 
might be an inconvenience to certain members of the 
staff if the deductions from April to December were 
made from the December salary. 

Is it possible to get action in the matter? I 
presume that the Commission in charge of the Pension 
Fund should notify the Board of the terms of the Act
